C. F. Harrison, Esq., former mayor of Brunswick and 
close friend of the young man before the bar, presented a 
certified check for $1500 to Clerk of the Courts Boy D. Ren­ 
ner. The remainder of the amount due was paid in cash and 
Lindsey left the court house a free man, his crime paid for. 
On the afternoon of November 6, 1929, Lindsey, un­ 
masked, entered the Abbottstown state bank and asked the 
cashier, Wilson A. Bream, for a $2.50 gold piece for a bill he 
profferred. 
The robber forced Mr. Bream into the vault of 
the bank at pistol point, closed the door on him and then 
scooped up all the cash in sight. 
He tied in the direction of 
Gettysburg. 
Lindsey made good his escape. 
A short time later, he 
used similar tactics in robbing a bank in Loudon county, Vir­ 
ginia, and was caught. 
He was sentenced to five years in the 
state penitentiary. 
He has been free for a year but with the 
knowledge that he was still wanted for the Adams county 
crime.

Welch, W. Va., April 25 <AP>.— 
Clarence Puckett, brawny coal-cut­ 
ting operator, was pinned beneath 
a slate-fall for two hours Friday 
while he watched the advancing 
cutter bar 
of his 
machine Inch 
closer to his expased chest. 
A 
few feet away, his helper, 
'Thomas G. French. 39, whase duty 
was to shovel away the fine dust 
as the bits of an endless chain cut 
through the coal and to handle the 
steel cable which draws the heavy 
machine into the seam, was buried 
and killed in the fall. 
Puckett was saved by Louis Var- 
go, a fellow’-worker in the United 
State Coal and Coke company mine 
at Gary, who came to borrow a 
wrench. 
He removed the electric 
cable from the trolley line supply­ 
ing power to the motor. 
In a Welch hospital Friday night, 
Puckett held his wife’s hand and 
told of the accident. 
"It was the closest I ever came 
to the Lord and I prayed with all 
my might. 
I yelled for help. too. 
It seemed for hours that I shouted, 
but none came. 
"When Vargo came up. I cried to 


him, but the noise of the machine 
seemed to have prevented him from 
hearing me. He ran away, and then 
I knew I was going to die. 'The bits 
were only an inch from my chest.” 
Vargo, however, unable to get to 
the motor control, had run back to 
remove ;he cable. Then, not see­ 
ing Puckett, he walked two miles to 
the main entry to get help. He re­ 
turned in forty-five minutes with 
a crew of workmen. 
"They believed 
we both 
were 
dead,” Puckett said. 
"I could tell 
by the way they worked.” 
It took the rescuers thirty min­ 
utes to set timbers to keep more 
slate from falling 
and to remove 
the huge chunks. 
He told them of the accident: 
“Everyting was going smoothly. 
I was standing on the left side of 
the machine and my 
buddy was 
about five or six feet away at the 
face. 
All at once, there was a 
cracking noise. I knew what was 
coming, but we didn’t have a 
chance to get out of the way and I 
was struck on the head. The next 
thing I knew, I was trapped. I ca li­ 
eu to my buddy but he didn't an­ 
swer.”

W hile it reversed the lower court 
iii the four-year-old case, the Su­ 
preme Court held contem pt pro­ 
ceedings w ere “proper and entirely 
justifiable” with sufficient authority 
to sustain "conclusions and judg­ 
m ent.”. 
It concluded, however, the 
reversal would “best promote the 
public w elfare.” 
T he case attracted wide attention.
